of Indiana. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 7.—The election 


of a bishop of the Episcopal church for 
the diooese of Indiana led to a spiritec 
contest in the convention of ministers 
and lay delegates who assembled here 
yesterday, a half dozen names being 
presented, but the contest narrowed to 
two candidates, Right Rev. John Hazen 
White, of Faribault, Minn , and Right 
Rev. Matt Williams, of Marquette, 
Mich 
On the fifth ballott White re- 


ceived forty-two lay delegate votes and 
nineteen ministerial votes, and Wil- 
liams received forty lay delegate votes 
a>.:d sixteen ministerial votes. Rev. 
Mr. White was then declared the duly 
chosen bishop of the diocese. 


The Rev. White is one of the best 


known Episcopal clergymen in the 
northwest. He has had a varied expo 
rience, having been for sixteen years a 
rector, and for many years connected 
with the Seabury Divinity school, in 
the diocese of Minnesota. He is forty- 
five years of age, a man of strong 
physique, and distinguished for his 
energy and capacity for affairs. He is 
said to be unusually effective as a 
preacher. Those who know him say 
that he is exceptionally qualified for 
the office of bishop; that he is not only 
an essentially spiritual man, but that 
lie rial-practical administrative qualifi- 
cations which are almost essential in 
the episcopate. 


The question of the bishop's salary 


came up at the meeting and it was de- 
cided to pay the biahop $3 000, with 
the use of the Episcopal residence. 
This is the sftfie amount paid to the 
late bishop. It was moved by the 
treasurer of the diocese that the board 
of trustees be empowered to levy an 
assessment on the different parishes 
for the expenses of the consecration of 
;he bishop elect. This was carried.

who was at the cottage on Saturday 
night, called at the home of the de- 
ceased to see why he had not been at 
work at the foundry, but being unable

anything of the missing man and so the 
police were telephoned for to come and 
examine the house. 


The door was therefore broken open

the person to whom it waa applied a 
sort of stigma not only among women 
but among men also. 
Today all this is 


changed, and 
Bide by aide with men 


she is honored and respected by all in 
her vocation as a ' bread winner," 
knowing what it is to fight for success 
and enjoying the excitement

honest endeavor engenders. 


In almost every business occupation 


she is pushing herself to the front 
in 


education, literature, philanthrophy, 
industry and reform, as lawyer, teach- 
er, preacher, editor, author, merchant 
manufacturer, clerk, stenographer, in- 
surance agent, banker, newspaper re- 
porter, and in fact in almost every 
held which man has entered. 
And 


who will dare say that in these voca- 
tions she is not proving a fitness and 
adapting herself to her duties without 
any detriment t« her womanliness'' In 
many cases unfortunate circumstances 
have driven hoi1 into these positions for 
the purpose of earning a living for her- 
self and those dependent upon her, 
but in many other cases she has chosen

This tendency on the pjrt of 
women is increasing and every day 
witnesses more and more applicants for

Fifty years ago women could not vote 


anywhere 
In 1815 Kentucky gave 


school suffrage to widows, a right re 
cently extended to many married wo- 
men of that state. In 1S61 Kansas 
gave it to all women. In 18ti9 England 
gave municipal suffrage to fiingle wo 
men and widows, and Wyoming gave 
full suffrage to all women. School suff- 
rage Wis granted in 1875 by Michigan 
and Minnesota, in 1876 by Colorado, in 
1878 by New Hampshire and Oregon, 
in 1S79 by Massachusetts, in 1880 by 
New York and Vermont. In 
1SS1 


Scotland extended municipal suffrage 
to single women aud widows. Nebraska 
granted school suffrage in 1SS3, and 
Wisconsin in 1885. 
In 1885 New 


Brunswick and Ontario granted muni- 
cipal suffrage to single women and 
widows, and Washington gave school 
suffrage to all women. In 1887 muni 
ipal suffrage was extended to all wo 
men in Kansas, and school suffrage in 
\Torth and South Dikota, Idaho, Mon- 
ana, Arizona and Sew Jersey. Iu 1891 
chool suffrage was granted in Illinois 
n 1892 municipal suffrage was extend- 
d to single women and widows in the 
rovince of Quebec. 
In 1893 school 


uffrage was granted in Connecticut, 
nd full suffrage in Colorado and Nt-w 
iaaland. In 1891 school suffrage was 
ranted in Ohio, a limited municipal 
uffrage in Iowa, and only yesterday in 
Oregon both branches of the legislature 
liused a constitutional 
amendment 


iving women the right of franchise in 
,11 elections. 
' . 


And so the political battle 
for 


qual rights is raging and in every 
tate women suffragists are asking for 
he ballot. 
And why not give it to 


hem? They ara equally intelligent 
with men and if given the right to vote 
we know that our states and municipal- 
ties would have better laffa than they 
now have and good government would 
hen be Ihe rule and not the ezception. 
n his inaugural address before the 
/olorado legislature, Governor Albert 
V, Mclntyre says: 


Many earnest and j u?t men in the last 


egialature and throughout the state 
eared that equal suffrage was a mis- 
ake because tney believed that women 
would not take their full 
share of 


he political burden. The keen in- 
erest ot women in matters concerning 
heir new duties is sufficient to answer 
he doubt 
Tneir intense interest in 


ha moral well being of the community 
ustifies the faith, which has now been 
proved by thfir works, that their ad- 
ent into political lile will positively 


and permanently benefit all the people 


Equal suffrage brings together at the 


mllot box the enlightened common 
ense of American manhood and the 
unselfish moral sentiment of American 
womanhood. 
Both these 
elements 


;overn a well regulated family and 
why should cot both of them, acting in 
unison, be able to combat the evil that 
s always seeking to tear down, the good 
and govern the political destinies of 
he entire human family?

THE GREAT STORM. 


Swoops Down Upon New York 


and Pennsylvania. 


Blocking the WhcclM ol €'omiucrce 


^Inking Life in Poor Circles 


Almost Unbearable. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb 8—The storm 


which began last night is the nearest 
approach this locality has experienced 
o the blizzard of March, 1 £88, since 
.hat memorable storm spread ruin over 
,he country. The enow ceased falling 
n thm city shortly a'ter midnight, but 
:ho wind seemed to increase in velocity 
and piled the snow in high drifts, ren- 
dering street car and other travel al- 
most impossible. The weather is bit- 
er cold. According to weather office 
reports the lowest point reached by the 
.hermometer was 1° below zsro at 5 a 


At 9 a. im the mercury lingered 


close to zero. In tho interior of the 
stale the temperature is much colder 


All through trains on the Pennsyl- 


vania, Philadelphia and Reading, aod 
Baltimore and Ohio are from two to six 
hours late. At the Pennsylvania rail- 
way station no through trains had baen 
sent out on the Philadelphia, Wilming- 
xin, Baltimore division, on the Pitts- 
uurg division cr on the New York 
division. The 7:30 train for New York 
was abandoned and the h'rst to start for 
the metropolis was the 0:50.

Niw YOBK, Feb. 8—The worst snow

Viewi at Congressmen Warner and Champ 


Clark—"A Man of Destiny"~Oplnlons of 
Hoes. W, J. Bryan and Jerry Simpson. 
Mean of a So Called "Cuokoo." 


(Special Correspondence.] 


WASHIXOTOX, Feb. 7.—What kinfl of 


a man is Grover Cleveland anyhow? In 
what shape will he cotneontof the pres- 
ent struggle, and how will he rant in 
history? It seems quite strange that 
these questions should be aslted in the 
middle of a president's second term, 
when the public has had six years of 
his administration to judge from, and 
yet there lias been no time, noc even 
when he was a candidate the first time, 
that tho first has been asked so persist- 
ently aud loocived so many widely and 
1 might say wildly contradictory an- 
swers. "It is just Cleveland's lock," 
says General Grosvenor, "for his most 
bitter enemies to put themselves in the 
wrong. When all the country was down 
on him and many patriots were cursing 
his Hawaiian policy, the Chicago trou- 
ble came on, and his action was indorsed 
by his severest critics," And when I 
circulate among the statesmen I find it 
hard to locate one who does not warmly 
ludorse some feature of his administra- 
tion, while most of them severely con- 
demn something else, but it also seenis 
to be "Cleveland's luck" that they are 
as far apart as tho poles in their reasons 
for condemnation. 


A View of Finance. 


"Why should I tako tho trouble to 


make up my mind about Grover Cleve- 
land?" said Hon. JolmDeWitt Warner. 
'I did not make him and am not re-

sponsible for him. No—that's'not quits 
correct. 
I did help make him what he 


is, and in a general way I approve his 
octa Tho great fault I find with him— 
in fact, the only fault—is that he is so 
slow on this great issue. He ought at 
the very start to have gone right at the 
real evil of the situation—tho treasury 
notes—and recommended their payment 
and cancellation at once. Perhaps I 
ought not to blanio him for not doing 
what all our publio den have been 
afraid to do, but the right thing to do 
is BO plain that he ought to have seen it 
and proceeded to do it at the start. Now, 
the gist of it is just this: Our nqtcs are, 
out, and they are demand notes, and we , 
are whining because people present 
them for payment Why shouldn't they? 
They have a perfect right to, and our 
immediate duty is to pay them. This 
counfry is able to pay all it owes a hun- 
dred times over, and in the best money 
there is, and just as soon as we say so 
positively and go to doing it we shall 
have all tha gold we want." 


"Will Cleveland bo indorsed?" said 


Champ Clark. "Why, the Republicans 
have already indorsed him. They still 
grnmblo about his Hawaiian policy, but 
they bare indorsed pretty near every- 
thing else that he has personally engi- 
neered—the repeal of the Sherman law, 
the troops at Chicago, the war on silver 
aiid tho struggle to hand over our cur- 
rency to tho banks. As to the Wilson 
bill, they have turned down Senator 
Washburn, who voted against it, and 
put in his place that' 'Cute'' Nelson, who 
would have voted for it and did vote 
for the Mills bill, and, if that isn't the 
strongest kind of an indorsement, over- 
haul your dictionary. Furthermore, they 
have virtually promised not to repeal it, 
and we know their majority in the next 
senate will stick to that. Oh, yes, Cleve- 
land is indorsed, but just the same the 
people suffer, and the money power has 
got us by tha ears." 


One Kind of Analysis. 


These aro but specimens. Every an- 


swer runs it into finance. It is first 
Cleveland and the gold reserve, then the 
gold reserve and Cleveland, and though 
tha talk may begin with such words as 
justice, honor aiid Hawaii it always 
ends with dollars. One fact at least is 
certain about Urover Cleveland. Those 
who' bold him a cheap charlatan or mere 
political accident are wilder, if possi- 


ble, 
than those who esteem him the in- 


carnation of financial wisdom and all 
the civic virtues. Extremists on most 
issues aic wild, but none more so than 
these. Accidents do not run all oneway 
for 22 years. A man does not begin at 
the bottom of the hill and slide to the 
top by accident. 


We have in this country a large and 


rather unpleasant class of people whoso 
favorite method of analyzing a success, 
especially 4 p'olitical success, is some- 
thing like (ihis: "There is really nothing 
'in him. Ho happened to make a big 
strike because circumstances favored 
him, 
and then the people thought he 


could succeed at anything. He pulled 
the wires just right," etc. Such lan- 
guage about a man who became in rapid 
succession sheriff of a great county, 
mayor of a groat city, governor of the 
greatest state and president of the na- 
tion, was defeated, remained a private 
citizen four years and then was re-eleot- 


ed by an amazing majority almost jus- 
tifies a writ de lunatico for the speaker. 
The silverites make no such mistake, 
and it is one of the interesting facts of 
the situation that they of all men should 
accord him high praiso. "Unquestion- 
ably a very able Man," says Mr. Bryan 
of Nebraska, "bnt he cannot escape the 
influence of his New York environ- 
ment." 


A Variety of Praise. 


"Cleveland is,"says Mr. Sayers of 


lexae, "a man of distinct and wonder- 
ful personality, of very groat ability. 
All the chalices are in favor of his rank- 
ing high in history." Several southern 
silver men say: "Cleveland is certainly 
a man of destiny." "Despitehia many 
faults, ho is the greatest personality of 
the times." ''It reminds mo of Jackson 
and tho nullification times. Just after 
New England hart exhausted her store 
of vituperative eloquence on him she 
suddenly wont wild in bis praise, gave 
him the grandest ovation of hie career, 
and her big college capped the cliinaic 
by making him o doctor of divinity." 
"It is a case," say* Mr. Money of Mis- 
sissippi, "where we admire a man who 
is nobly wrong more than one who is 
meanly right" Many Republicans are" 
equally Btrong )n indorsement of hi»' 


nonesty ana good Intention, wfille tney 
condemn almost every feature of his 
policy. Mr. McCall of Massachusetts 
sums up opinion on that side thus: "He 
is au honest man, with plenty of back- 
bone, and anxious to do right, but not 
qualified by experience or native ability 
to point a way out of this trouble." 


Even the Populists are coming to be- 


lieve in bis honest intentions, but as 
they consider all New Yorkers and New 
Englauders raving lunatics on the mon- 
ey question they of course regard tho 
president as tho boss monomauiao of the 
lot They sum it up like this: "When 
a man says that silver has depreciated 
one-half while gold has stood still, it is 
conclusive proof that on that subject he 
is incapable of reasoning and ought to 
havo a guardian, and, as Cleveland be- 
lieves that, we purpose to keep him un- 
der guardianship as far as our power 
goes and not let him do any more harm 
than we can help.'' 


Jerry Simpson says: "The one thing 


I particularly like about tho president's 
message is this: It puts the alternative 
plainly while the national bank men in 
this house and everywhere else are try- 
ing to dodge it. Every sensible man 
must see that if tho gold basis is to be 
maintained our currency must be con- 
tracted one-half, and wo must sell our 
surplus produce at less than present 
prices. The farmers see it plain enough, 
aud I believe those eastern goldbugs see 
it, too, bnt they won't admit it. The 
president sees it and blurts out the truth 
like an honest man, and by so doing he 
has rendered thecouutry a great service. 
Tho sooner wo bring this thing to an 
acute crisis tho better. So the present 
situation just exactly suits me." 


The Test of Time. 


After all these contradictions and half 


indorsements it may interest the reader 
to have the opinion of 6ue who is recog- 
nized as a "cuckoo" of the unmixed 
breed. Hon. Josiah Patterson of the 
Memphis district has been from the 
start aa unwavering supporter of every 
policy of the president from the Hawai- 
ian performance and repeal of tho Sher- 
man silver law down to the proposal to 
retire tho $498,000,000 of greenbacks 
and treasury notes and issue $500,000,- 
000 in bonds specifically made payable 
in gold. He says: "There is not a par- 
ticle of doubt that Cleveland will rank 
in American history with the foremost 
of our presidents, and the very reasons 
they bring to the contrary are to my 
mind the strongest reasons for taking 
this view. It is first to be remembered 
that the policy which bears the test of 
time is seldom or never the policy which 
accords with the passion of the hour. If 
you donbt that, consider that onr presi- 
dents who were most violently assailed 
while in office have, with possibly one 
or two exceptions, been those whose fame 
has steadily grown since their retire- 
ment. Washington may be counted as 
an exception to general rules, as the 
popularity he brought over from the 
Revolution carried him through, but the 
opposition denounced his attitude to 
Ward France even more viciously than 
they have that of Cleveland in Hawaii 
or any other foreign country. The three 
presidents who literally lived in storms 
and tumult were Jefferson, Jackson and 
Lincoln. 
Jefferson was 
repeatedly 


threatened with death, and even the re- 
ligions people were bitter against him. 
The life of Jackson was attempted once, 
if not twice, and he was once assaulted. 
Lincoln was constantly threatened and 
finally assassinated. 
It is too soon to 


compare Cleveland with any of his 
predecessors, and I only cite these in- 
stances to show that current criticism 
furnishes no guide whatever to the 
judgment of honest men when cool re- 
flection takes the place of present pas- 
sion. The Hawaiian policy was simply 
the rigid rule of honesty in individual 
affairs carried into international affajrs, 
and history will so record it 


"As to this money business, it is, as 


Mr. Warner says, a plain case. We 
should simply declare positively that 
wo will pay onr debts in honest money 
and go at it, and then we shall have 
gold enough. Onr people—I mean now 
in tho south—will sell from this on 
0,000,000 bales of cotton yearly to the 
gold nations, and I, for one, am deter- 
mined that they never shall be subjected 
to a disadvantage in the exchange. It is 
like it was with the resumption of specie 
payments—the people suffered for years 
iu the foolish dread of it, but when they 
made up their mind and went at it reso- 
lutely tho trouble soon vanished, and 
prices rose above what they had been for 
weary years, and business immediately 
became active. It will undoubtedly be 
so again when we act with reason. 
It 


is not the 5 per cent of gold that is lack- 
ing—we havo abuudance aud can get 
plenty more. ,It is tho 95 per cent of 
confidence. Business 'is and must be 
done largely on that confidence, or 
credit. Mr. Cleveland sees it plainly, 
and there is no fear but history will 
fully justify him."
